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Tryphoninae species from Turkish Aegean region 
(Hymenoptera, Ichneumonidae)

Abstract: In the present study specimens of Tryphoninae (Hymenoptera: 
Ichneumonidae) were collected from a total of 26 localities of Turkish Aegean region 
between the years 1997 and 1998. A total of 21 species belonging to 8 genera of 
Tryphoninae were identified. Two species are new records for the Turkish Ichneumonid 
fauna. These species are Netelia (Parabates) nigricarpus (THOMSON 1888) and Netelia 
(Netelia) praevalvator DELRIO 1971. 
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Introduction 


Until now 70 Tryphoninae species from Turkey were listed (KOLAROV 1987, 1994, 1995; 
KOLAROV & BEYARSLAN 1994; KOLAROV et al. 1997 & 1999 etc.; OZDEMIR 2001; 
YURTCAN & BEYARSLAN 2002; GURBUZ & AKSOYLAR 2004; CORUH et al. 2005; 
GURBUZ & KOLAROV 2005, 2006). After identification of the Ichneumonidae materials 
collected between 1997 and 1998 from the Turkish Aegean region 21 Tryphoninae spe- 
cies were established. Two species marked in the text by "*" are new records for the 
Turkish fauna. For every species short zoogeographical characterization is given.

Zoogeographical notes 


According to their type of distribution the above mentioned species can be divided to the 
following groups: 


Multiregional distribution with palearctic and oriental ranges have Netelia (Bessobates) 
cristatus, Netelia (Netelia) silantjewi, N. (N.) ocellaris and N. (N.) fuscicornis. 


With palaearctic distribution (transpalaearctic ranges) are Netelia (Parabates) nigricarpus, N. 
(N.) valvator, Exyston sponsorius, Acrotomus lucidulus, A. succinctus and Kristotomus 
laetus. 


Eurosiberian ranges have Tryphon (Tryphon) trochanteratus, T. (T.) thomsoni and T. (T.) 
signator. 


Mediterranean distribution have N. (N.) praevalvator and N. (N.) rufescens. 


European-Asia minor-Caucasian distribution have Neleges proditor, Monoblastus 
marginellus, Polyblastus (Labroctonus) alternans, T. (T.) zavreli and T. (T.) atriceps. 
The ranges of the last two species reaching to Middle Asia (Kazakhstan and Kopetdagh 
respectively). 
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Zusammenfassung 


Vorliegende Arbeit behandelt 21 Arten aus 8 Gattungen der Unterfamilie Tryphoninae (Hymenop- 
tera: Ichneumonidae), die aus 26 Fundorten der türkischen Ägäis stammen und zwischen 1997 und 
1998 gesammelt wurden. Netelia (Parabates) nigricarpus (THOMSON 1888) und Netelia (Netelia) 
praevalvator DELRIO 1971 sind Erstnachweise für die türkische Ichneumoniden-Fauna. 
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
